I learned that I can be a perfectly happy and com- 
plete individual without a boyfriend with the one notable 
exception of funerals. I learned that the experience that you 
have the highest expectations for doesn’t mean it will meet 
up to those expectations. I learned that sometimes you don’t 
get out of it what you put into it. I learned that just because 
someone is exceedingly intelligent doesn’t mean that they 
are right. I learned that some people refuse to concede even 
the smallest point for the sake of friendship. I learned that 
comments in a formal document can be just as hurtful as 
they are in the elementary school yard. I learned that at the 
end of it all, I really only care about my family and I miss 
them. When I reread this list, I realize that most of what’s 
on this list is not new to me. Maybe I am mentally deficient 
in some way that makes me repeat my mistakes and keep 
faith in things that continually let me down, or maybe this is 
just who I am and I like me. 

In interviews a common question is what is your greatest 
personal accomplishment? I often respond with what I think 
that the interviewer wants to hear, something about academic 
achievement or employment. But really my greatest per- 
sonal accomplishment was to give up a very high paying 
job at a well established company in Calgary, where I had a 
car, a great place to live and my family close by, to come to 
McGill to be an impoverished student. Why? Not because 
I always wanted to go to law school, but because I wanted 
more for myself and I couldn’t wait for answers to come to 
me. Have I found any answers in Montreal? Nope. But it 
doesn’t mean that I haven’t stopped looking and it doesn’t 
mean I haven’t stopped learning.

“ Professor X had an admirable way of turning 
comments or questions back into the points that 
he is trying to get across so that the efforts of 
students are rewarded. Professor X achieves what 
should be the aim of any professor of s/he 
brings out the cabinet minister in each of us. ” 

“These points taken together demonstrate that 
Professor X, in addition to having a firm grasp of 
the subject matter, is an excellent pedagogue, a 
warm personality and is unquestionably dedicated 
to ensuring that her/his students learn immensely 
from and enjoy her/his classes. ”

This was 
the first time I have had a professor be so open 
and willing to share her/his personal experiences, 
and in so doing s/he has encouraged the class to 
do the same. The result has been that instead of 
the traditional law school attitude that law is 
something outside of our everday experience, here 
we have been encouraged to open our minds and 
think of how our everyday experiences inform and 
expand our ideas on how we can best design 
institutions that implement government policies - 
which are really societal goals and values being 
put into action. Another result of this open and 
enthusiastic attitude is that a very pleasant 
classroom atmosphere has been created. We share 
ideas and often laugh. ” 



“ While I could go on, I think it’s sufficient to 
conclude that its clear that Prof. X is passionate 
about his work, passionate about life, that these 
passions make their way into each and every class, 
and that we as her/his students have benefited 
immensely from this truth. S/he reminded us of the 
importance of a love of learning not based on the 
motivation for the ‘A ’, the job in New York, or the 
clerkship at the court, but for the sheer sake of 
learning itself. Isn ’t that what brought many of us 
here in the first place ? ” 




“ Calling Professor X enthusiastic is a serious 
understatement.
